In  the  campus  drive  last  spring 
BYU  students  contributed  $23,000 
in  funds  and  pledges,  and  various 
amounts  are  still  'being  received.

The  largest  construction  pro- 
ject in  the  history  of  Brigham 
Young  University — the  men’s  resi- 
dence halls — will  be  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy in  September. 

One  thousand,  one  hundred  sev- 
enty male  students  will  move  into 
the  modern  living  accommoda- 
tions for  the  fall  term  of  school. 

The  dorms  are  nearly  filled, 
“but  the  Housing  Office  is  still 
taking  applications  in  anticipa- 
tion of  a few  cancellations,”  ac- 
cording to  Fred  Schwendiman, 
student  housing  director.  ( 

Plans  are  now  nearing  comple- 
tion for  tours  and  dedication  ser- 
vices. The  University  takes  pos- 
session of  the  buildings  Aug.  9. 

Contractors  for  the  six  build- 
ing are  Okland  Construction 
Co.  and  Mark  B.  Garff,  Ryberg 
and  Garff  Construction  Co.,  both 
of  Salt  Lake  City.  Cost  is  esti- 
mated at  $5,300,000. 

The  facilities  are  expected  to 
be  "some  of  the  best  equipped  and 
most  liveable  in  the  United 
States,”  according  to  Schwendi- 
man. 

The  project  consists  of  five 
three-story  living  buildings  with 
117  rooms  each.  Each  room  will 
house  two  men  and  will  contain 
tyo  single  beds  that  can  be  con- 
verted into  couches  during  the 
daytime.  Two  large  closets  with 
mirrors,  two  48”  by  32”  desks  and 
a telephone  complete  the  furnish- 
ings. 

Living  buildings  also  contain 
beautiful  central  recreation  and 
lounge  areas  where  dorm  meet- 


ings can  be  held.  Head  resident 
living  quarters,  storage  rooms 
and  laundry  areas  are  also  in- 
cluded in  the  modern  buildings. 

One  senior  resident  will  be  in 
charge  of  the  30  to  40  men  on  one 
floor  of  each  wing.  A married 
couple  will  have  jurisdiction  over 
the  234  residents  in  each  hall. 

The  central  building  of  the  pro- 
ject is  the  business  and  dining 
facilities.  Two  large  dining  rooms 


supplied  from  one  central  kitchen 
will  serve  residents. 

The  central  building  also  in- 
cludes large  living  rooms,  tele- 
vision rooms,  recreation  rooms, 
snack  bar,  administration  offices, 
a post  office,  recreation  desk  and 
a reception  area. 

Rent  is  paid  in  nine  install- 
ments of  $60  each  or  $540  for  the 
entire  year. 


The  Destiny.  Fund  is  the  basis 
of  the  long  range  plan  which  is 
expected  to  be  completed  by  1975, 
BYU’s  Centennial  Year. 

The  new  college,  with  Dr. 
Wayne  B.  Hales  as  its  dean,  will 
introduce  the  Technical  Institute 
and  the  Department  of  Industrial 
Arts  and  Drawing,  and  will  also 
include  Provisional  Registration, 
a division  for  those  who  have  not 
selected  a major  field  when  they 
enter  the  university. 

The  new  men’s  dormitories  are 
ready  for  occupancy  this  fall.  The 
buildings,  five  three-story 
dormitories  and  a central  build- 
ing, are  the  first  permanent  hous- 
ing for  men  at  BYU  since  Allen 
Hall  was  constructed  in  1938.  A 
contract  has  been  let  for  the  con- 
struction of  two  more  dormitories 
in  this  group.  A total  of  1140  men 
students  will  be  housed  there  this 
fall. 

A walkway  underpass  and  utili- 
ties tunnel  under  the  ramp  high- 
way between  the  new  men’s  resi- 
dences and  the  baseball  diamond 
will  be  completed  in  time  for  the 
opening  of  school. 

Incoming  students  who  have 
spent  the  summer  elsewhere  will 
also  notice  numerous  other  cam- 
pus improvements  which  have 
been  added  in  their  absence. 

From  applications  in  the  office 
of  the  dean  of  admissions  and 
records,  it  appears  to  be  a safe 
assumption  that  the  studentbody 
will  again  show  a gain  in  autumn 
quarter.  Last  fall  the  regular, 
daytime,  on-campus  registration 
was  9,203. 

Approximately  40  new  teachers 
have  been  appointed  by  the  ad- 
ministration. President  Wilkinson 
said  he  is  trying  to  keep  a favor- 
able ratio  of  faculty  to  students 
so  that  the  University  can  retain 
the  advantages  of  personal  atten- 
tion to  student  instruction  and 
problems. 

Preparation  for  student  activi- 
ties are  already  far  advanced.  One 
of  the  biggest  events  of  the  year, 
Homecoming,  is  scheduled  Nov.  8. 
The  theme  of  the  event  is  “Mir- 
rors of  Years”  and  the  game  will 
be  with  New  Mexico  University.

New  General  College  Will  Admit  First  Students  This  Year 


The  Brigham  Young  University 
General  College,  with  Dr.  Wayne 
B.  Hales,  former  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Physics,  as  its 
dean,  will  admit  its  first;  students 
fall  quarter. 

The  new  college  has  been  add- 
ed to  the  University  Jo-meet  more 
adequately  the  changing  educa- 
tional demands  of  BYU,  Dr.  Hales 
said.  It  has  three  sections  for 
three  distinct  purposes:  the  Divi- 
sion of  Provisional  Registration, 
the  Technical  and  Semi-profes- 
sional Institute.  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Industrial  Arts  and 
Drawing. 

Upon  entering  BYU  each  stu- 
dent must  choose  a major  and 
register  in  the  college  to - which 
his  major  belongs.  If  he  is  unde- 
cided and  wishes  to  explor  the 
available  courses  of  study,  he  will 
register  in  the  Division  of  Pro- 
visional Registration.  Here  he  is 
assigned  to  a registration  advisor 
on  academic  problems  for  the 
time  he  Is  in  this  division.  At  the 


end  of  one  or  two  years,  he  must 
select  a major  and  transfer  to 
another  college. 

There  are  seven  two-year 
courses  of  study  provided  for 
students  with  various  interests. 
If  the  student  completes  one  of 
these  courses,  he  may  transfer 
into  one  of  the  seven  colleges  as 
a junior  without  loss,  of  time, 
credit  or  standing. 

The  seven  courses  are  educa- 
tion, fine  arts,  humanities,  physi- 
cal education,  physical  and  en- 
gineering sciences,  social  science, 
and  biological  science,  pre-medi- 
cal and  pre-dental. 

Technical  training  in  special 
fields  of  engineering,  business, 
homemaking.  and  agriculture  will 
be  offered  through  the  Technical 
and  Semi-professional  Institute. 

According  to  Dean  Hales,  stud- 
ies were  made  in  England  and 
America  in-  which  it  was  found 
that  for  every,  professionally 
trained -businessman,  scientist,  or 
engineer,  three- to  seven  semi- 


I professional  technicials  were 
needed-  to  assist  him.  Since 
America  needs  30,000  trained  sci-

entists  and  engineers  annually, 
the  need  for  trained  technicians  is 
obvious. 

Students  entering  the  Institute 
will  take  prescribed  semi-profes- 
sional technological  courses  for  a i 
two-year  period'  (96  credit  hours). i 
At  the  completion  of  their  courses, 
the  students  will  receive  terminal 
degrees  of  Associates  of  Applied 
Science  or  Applied  Arts.  Students 
graduating  with  this  degree  have 
been  designated  Engineering 
Aide,  Associate  in  Engineering,  or ! 
Engineering  Associate. 

The  courses  offered  in  the  Tech- 
nical and  Semi-professional  Insti-; 
tute  are  agriculture,  accounting, 
business  and  office  management, 
family  living,  building  technician, 
civil  technician,  drafting  techni 
cian,  electronic  technician,  and 
metalworking  technician. 

Tiie  Department  of  Industrial 
Arts  provides  students  with  train- 
ing in  all  phases  of  industrial  and 
technical  education.  A four-year 
program  terminating- in  a bache- 


lor’s degree  is  offered  for  pro 
spective  teachers  of  indtistria 
arts  and  for  those  interested  ii 
vocational  education. 

It  also  provides  training  foi 
those  students  who  are  not  ma 
joring  in  industrial  arts  but  wh< 
wish  to  develop  a home  worft 
shop,  a hobby,  as  in  wood,  plaster 
leather,  precious  stones,  metaJ 
welding,  electricity,  upholstery 
or  a skill  in  blueprint  reading  and 
general  drawing  application.

Brigham  Young  University  ex- 
pects to  have  one  new  boiler 
installed  and  another  existing 
boiler  converted  from  coal  to 
gas  by  late  fall  at  a cost  esti- 
mated at  $335,000,  according  to 
Ben  E.  Lewis,  auxiliary  services 
director. 

The  new  boiler  is  being  added 
to  facilitate  the  present  and  some 
of  the  future  expansion  of  the 
University.  It  will  function  on 
high  temperature  water  with  the 
other  boilers. 

An  existing  boiler  which  now 
is  heated  by  coal  is  being  con- 
verted to  gas  to  produce  greater 
efficiency  and  also  to  cut  down 
the  smoke  and  fly  ash  it  now 
produces.
